_ That is the way the Eureka Repub- 
lican speaks of it, and we like to hear 
it. We want every county to feel ex- 
actly in that way, that this institution 
is supported by the State and belongs 
to the State at large for improvement 
and progress. Here is what the Re- 
publican says: ; 

The fourth annual exhibition of th 
Nevada State Agricultural, Mining 
and Mechanical Society closed last 
Saturday evening with happy results. 


It was the best exhibition ever given 


by the society and the attendance 
from all parts of the State was large. 
Unusual interest was manifested by 
those who had anything to exhibit, 
_and the displays are reported to have 
excelled in quality and number any of 
the former Fairs. The stock show is 
stated to have been all that could have 
been desired, comprising all the fine 
breeds of Nevada and California, the 
latter State, however, carrying away 
many of the premiums, rather a mor- 
tifying acknowledgment, and one that 
should not trouble us again, because 
our stock raising facilities are equal to 
those of California, if properly attend- 
ed to. The Fair has done much yood 
in disseminating a knowledge of the 
products, resources and possibilities of 
our State, showing that mining, while 
it is its chief industry, is not the only 
reliance of its population. The citi- 
' gens of Reno are highly praised for the 
successful termination of the Fair, 
and of course much devolved upon 
them to make it so. Visitors have 
come away pleased with the sights 

repared for them and satisfied with 
the hospitality they received. 

The above is certainly very gratify- 
ing to the managers, and is only a 
sample of the cordial notices given to 
this Society by the press. We want 
these opinions as matter of record, but 
we want them also to serve as stimu- 
lants to further efforts. The Society 
now has the entire State at its back 
and must make preparations accord- 
ingly. We need two things which can 
be accomplished before another Fair 
season. The track should be im- 
proved and a pavilion built. The 
reader will forgive us for harping upon 
Fair matters, but we don’t believe in 
resting at all. The iron is at a white 
heat and one more effort will weld the 
interests of this Society indissolubly 
to those of the State of Nevada. We 
believe that Reno men will make that 


effort. 


Deacon Parkinson of the Carson 
Tribune while constantly deprecating 
the making of slates never loses a 
chance to get out his little slate pencil, 
and compare notes.

ries. 


It has been found by experience 
that much greater economy and efii- 
ciency can be attained in the manu- 
facture ef butter and cheese where the 
milk of a large number of cows is 
handled and manipulated by one man- 
agement, than where the milk of a 
few cows is handled and made up in- 
to butter or cheese separately. There 
is but little difference in the expense 
of running a dairy of twenty-five cows 
or one of one hundred cows. One 
good butter or cheese maker can take 
care of and make up the milk of one 
hundred cows, while it will take about 
all the time of the same petson to care 
tor and make up the milk from one- 
fourth of that number of cows. The 
expense of taking to market and mar- 
keting the products of a hundred 
cows will be but little if any more 
than the expense attending the same 


| business for twenty-five cows. 


The tools, such as cheese vuts, heat- 
ing apparatus, cheese presses, etc., 
used in. the manufacture of cheese, and 
such as churns, butter workers, etc., 
used in the manufacture of butter, 
cost much less in proportion for a 
hundred cows than for one-fourth that 
number. In fact, every item of ex- 
pense is reduced proportionately ina 
large dairy compared to what it is in 
a small dairy, whether the business of 
the dairy be to make butter or cheese. 
But the stronger argument:-in favor of 
association in the dairy business has 
been found in the improved quality of 
the products. Where the milk of one 
hundred or more cows is handled to- 
gether, either in making butter or 
cheese, better system and greater ex- 
actness and uniformity is universally 
attained, than where the milk of a few 
cows is handled by the same person, 
or by persons of equal skill and abil- 
ity. ‘The result is a better article, 
and more of it. from the same quan- 
tity of milk. : 

These statements have been verified 
by actual experience . wherever cheese 
and butter have been made in the 
United States and every other coun- 
try. The introduction of the factory 
system in making cheese in the State 
of New York not only greatly in- 
creased the amount of cheese per cow, 
but in a very few years it so improved 
the quality of the cheese that the fac- 
tory-made commanded twenty-five per 
cent. greater prices than that made by 
farmers generally on their farms in the 
same vicinity. The principal reason 
why New York-made butter, for the 
past twenty years, brought from five 
to ten cents more per pound in the 
city of New York than did that made 
in the Western States, is attributable 
more to the fact that the New York- 
ers made dairying a specialty, while in 
the West butter making was only a 
sort of adjunct to the other operations 
of the farm. Since the’ association of 
those making butter an the Western 
States, in the form of creameries, in 
which all the milk of several farms is 


brought together and made up in one | 


establishment, and under one manage- 
ment, Western butter brings as good 
prices in New York, City and else- 
where as that made in the best sec- 
tions of New York State. Thabutter 
made in the western creameries com- 
mands ten cents # pound more in all 
butter markets than that does made 
on the farms in the same neighbor- 
hood. A similar state of facts is_be- 
ing developed in California. The 
large dairies, where the milk from one 
hundred to one thousand cows is made 
into either cheese or butter, report a 
greater product per cow by from ten 
to twenty per cent. than do the farm- 
ers generally who milk but few cows. 
The products of these large dairies, 
where properly managed, also com- 
mand much better prices, often from 
twenty to twenty-five per cent. more 
per pound than similar products made 
on the general farms. 

These facts show very plainly and 
conclusively that it would be very 
greatly to the interests of farmers 
generally, who keep afew cows, to as- 
sociate themselves together and put 
the milk of their cows under due man- 
agement and manufacture either into 
butter or cheese. 

The organization may be very simple, 
and may be incorporated or not, just 
as those associating may desire. <A 
eentral and otherwise advantageons 
locality may be selected in each neigh- 
borbood, proper buildings erected or 
old buildings appropriated and the 
business of the creamery or cheese 
factory inaugurated at very iittle ex- 
pense; the milk brought in. by each 
farmer, each day weighed, ancl a _ pro- 
portion of the products corresponding 
returned to him;or the corresponding 
proportion of the sour milk or whey 
may be returned, and the butter 
may be sold and the proceeds propor- 
tionately divided. The advantage of 
association in the dairy business are 
so patent and so plain to be seen that 
the wonder is that they have not 
generally been. taken advantage of in 
California before this.
